CHAPTER 63.

AN ACT to amend rection 3047 of the Wigcon-
sin statutes of 1898, relating to appeals to the
supreme court.

The people of the stale of Wisconsin, represenled in
senale and assembly, do enacl as follows:

SreTioN 1. Reetion 3047 of the Wisconsin
statutes for 1898, is hereby amended so as to
read as follows:  Appeals to the supreme court
may be taken from the circuit courts and also
from the county courts having civil jurisdiction,
except in cases where express provision is or
may be made by law for an appeal to the circuit
court, from such county courts and from any
court of record having ¢ivil jurisdiction when no
other court of appeal is provided by law. Ap-
peals may be taken from interlocutory judg-

~ments, subjecet to the same limitations as from

final judgments,

SrerioN 20 This act shall take effeet and be
in force, from and after its passage and publica-
tion.
